Air Pollution a Problem 
rpH E problem of air pollution in American 
communities and metropolitan areaa has 
increased to the point where, in 1966. it i* 
calculated that some 145 million tona of 
poison gas and debris will have been re­ 
leased into the air over the country—a some 
20 million ton rise in three years. 
Despite this bleak picture, and the 
forecasts that air pollution will get worse 
before it gets better, progress In under­ 
standing and controlling the causes of air 
pollution is being made on many fronts. 
Actually, pollution is due primarily to 
atmospheric1 inversions and materials being 
burned; gasoline in cars, coal and oil in 
homes and factories, trash and garbage in 
incinerators and dumps. 
Most people recognise it as the hazy 
blanket of smog which hovers over areas 
when the wind isn't strong enough to blow 
it away. But, the fact is that four fifths of 
ail air pollution is invisible—most of it 
odorless—revealing there is more to the 
problem than meets the eye, nose or throat, 
In most metropolitan areas, pollution con 
troi districts have been formed and have 
maintained control and surveillance over the 
types of pollutants released into the atmos­ 
phere.. 
In (he Los Angeles area, where smog is 
usually the weather forecast for the day, 
sev ral year* of control and study have re­ 
united in two significant achievements: a 
aubtantial reduction in industrial and open- 
burning emission; and the determination 
that the real culprit, the biggest single source 
of air contamination, is the automobile. 
Hence, the requirement of antipollution 
devices on all cars in California, and the re­ 
quired installation of such equipment on 
all new cars in the United States beginning 
with 1966 models. 
In communities and industrial plants 
across the country, successful and unsuccess­ 
ful effort to develop effective pollution con­ 
trol methods have cost millions of dollars. 
The Wall Street Journal recently noted that 
studies on the subject suggest further outlays 
may range from $100 billion to $275 billion 
toy the year 2000. 
In addition to the high cost, The Wall 
Street Journal noted. 
“__The campaign against pollution is still 
hampered by incomplete knowledge of how 
pollution works, and this lack of knowledge 
can be expensive by itself.” 
It also reported that breakthroughs in 
technology have enabled aome firms to 
develop methods of capturing or using 
the sources of air pollution for profitable 
purposea. One company, for example, 
has built a compost fertilizer plant for a 
city so it can profitably dispose of the 
100 tons of daily garbage the city would 
otherwise have to burn. 
Air pollution is a community problem, 
reflecting population and economic growth 
—the unwanted by-products of a commu­ 
nity’s prosperity. The achievement* made 
to date by pollution control districts, corpora­ 
tions and communities indicate the country 
is not dragging its feet on the problem. There 
is, nevertheless, desperate need for new 
methods in controlling and limiting tha 
causes of air pollution. 
Economic progress has shown that solu­ 
tions to tricky community problems are 
found when government and industry co­ 
operate and support that which is needed 
and feasible. This relationship, with regard 
to air pollution, prevails in communities. Its 
continuation will one day provide the solu­ 
tions necessary for the elimination of pollu­ 
tion in our air. 
A Dangerous Trend 
A United States Senator, speaking at a 
meeting of public administrators study­ 
ing the “new federalism,” expressed the be­ 
lief that state government is turning into an 
administrative arm of the federal govern­ 
ment. This is simply another way of saying 
that the expanding philosophy of centralized 
government is displacing the traditional 
American system of local, state and federal 
authority. One of the main reasons, it ap­ 
pears, for the decline of the states is their 
alleged inability to tackle “ modern prob­ 
lems”. 
It is little wonder that the states are de­ 
clining in importance as the day approaches 
when they become merely dispensers of 
federal government handouts. 
Such things as slates’ rights and local 
initiative will inevitably disappear as con­ 
trol of the purse strings pass to Washington. 
It is the old story of he who pays the piper 
calls the tune. It is not loo long a step from 
the loss of independence at state and local 
.governmental levels, to the loss of individual 
freedom, itself.

V. C. Trivedi, the Indian dele­ 
gate, made the statement in the 
U N. General Assembly’s main 
political 
committee, 
where 
Communist China’s test last 
week of a nuclear missile came 
under harsh criticism. 
Trivedi cited the test as an 
example of mushrooming of nu­ 
clear weapons among the pow­ 
ers now possessing them, and 
said it was in this area that the 
world faced “danger of the most 
titanic consequences.” 
Ambassador Yu Chi Hsueh of 
Nationalist China said Peking's 
test underscored the urgent 
need for a treaty. He charged, 
Peking with acquiring nuclear 
weapons as part of a policy 
aimed at world domination. 
“Those who helped the Peking 
r e g i m e 
with 
technical 
knowledge and equipment at, the 
early stage of its nuclear devel­ 
opment may now regret that 
they did so,” he said in words 
apparently directed at the So­ 
viet Union. * * • 
Gil Puyat, the Philippine dele­ 
gate, told the committee t h e 
Communist Chinese test consti­ 
tuted “an arrogant rebuff to our 
appeal to all states to refrain 
from any action which might 
hamper conclusion of such a 
treaty.” 
Puyat referred to a resolution 
containing that appeal expected 
to win virtual unanimous ap­ 
proval in the committee. 
The Soviet Union, the United 
States and 36 other countries 
sponsored the resolution. It was 
offered in the hope of speeding 
conclusion of a nonproliferation 
treaty at negotiations to be re­ 
sumed in Geneva early next 
year by the 17-nation disarma­ 
ment committee. 
But France has never taken 
part in the Geneva negotiations, 
and probably will abstain in the 
vote on the resolution. Both 
France and Communist China 
have refused to sign the limited 
nuclear test ban treaty, and are 
expected to shun any nonproli­ 
feration pact.• • • 
With that situation in mind, 
Trivedi, chief negotiator for In­ 
dia at the Geneva talks, said 
that any treaty must contain an 
acceptable balance of obliga­ 
tions of the nuclear and nonnu­ 
clear weapons powers. 
Lord. Chalíont, British disar­ 
mament negotiator, warned last 
week against putting broad dis­ 
armament measures into a non­ 
proliferation treaty. 
But Trivedi said that various 
steps of disarm..ament could, he 
embodied into the treaty “as 
part of its provisions, or as a 
declaration of intention.” 
He said the treaty shpuld “re­ 
quire that no country will give 
nuclear weapons to another 
country, and that no country 
will receive nuclear weapons 
from another country.
